The Manitoba Free Press of the 2nd 
inst., contains a report of a tilt in the 
House of Commons between Mr. Davin 
M. P., and the Government (particul- 
arly the Hon. E. Dewdney) on the 
question of Second Homesteads to cer- 
tain settlers who came to the North 
West with the promise of the Gevern- 
ment that after completing their dut- 
ies on their first Homestead they would 
be entitled to enter for a second. That 
right has subsequently been denied to 
not a few of those who under the terms 


— ——— 


‘of the original proinise are entitled to 


it. There is no question that Mr. 
Dewdney and the Government, of 
which he is a member, is not in touch 
with the people of the Territories on 
this question. They do not regard it 
at this stage asa question of public 
policy, but the fulfillment by the Gov- 
ernment of its contract with those who 
became entitled to this right. Con- 
servatives and Reformersalike teke the 
view that the Government has not act- 
ed properly in this matter. Those who 
fulfilled the conditions upon which a 
Second Homestead was promised, have 
assuredly vested rights in a Second 
Homestead and Pre-emption, and the 
sooner the Government recognizes 
this the better it will be for all parties. 
It is too late now to discuss the pelicy 
involved in this question. The prom- 
ise has been made ; let it be fulfilled.

Young Pigs for sale at Nicolle * Ranche. 


The official figures have been issued 
from Washington giving the exports 
and imports of the republic for the 
year endiug December 31, 1890, and 
the Inst three months of that year. 
The figures relating to Canada show 
that the exports for that year to the 


several provinces of dewestic produce 


amounted to $38,629,367, as against 
40,973,317 in 1889 ; the imports in 
1890 from Canada were 839, 820, 291, 
compared wi: h $39,322,578 the previous 
year For the three months of 1890, 
namely, Ortober, November, December, 
the imports from Canada were $10,983,- 
136, as compared with $12,955,660 
for the last quarter of 1889. The ex- 
exports of domestic produce to Canada 
also decreased, falling frem 870, 158, 
556 for the final quarter of 1889 to 89, 
205,136 for the same period last year. 
The details of goods shipped are not 
xiven, but the ports of entry and de- 
partare are, from which it is learned 
that the most warked decrease is in 
the amount of shipments received from 
Canada at the border and lake ports, as 


well as the ports on the Paciße coast.
